The <]ue3tlou of providing now biiild- 
iiig8 ill Victorin for the customs und pos 
tul departments of the public aorvice hiu 
been discussed during the recent visits ol 
the Minister nf Public Works and the 
Minister of Customs. Neither of these 
gentlemen remained in Victoriii n sufli- 
cient length of time to gain a fair idea of 
what was needed. In conipiiriBon with 
the fiicilitioa provided iu other phicea, in 
the Dominion for trnnsncting public 
business, those nf Yictoria are far be- 
hind the times. The custom house is 
too small for the '[)resent business, whiel) 
is cortuin to bo doubled in ii few yours. 
The post oflico in wholly iniideiiu.'ito, is 
inconvenient und is siiid to be in a 
very bad sanitary ccitulitioji. Mr. liowoU 
expressed the opinion that tlio Cus'oin 
House could be patched up and ndded to 
meet the demands, but such is always 
too costly and unsatisfactory. Victoria, as 
the capital of the province, its coninier- 
oi.il cuiitro — and iis tlio (ifth largest pay- 
iut; i)oit in CiUiad:i— is entitled to public 
l)uildin[^a tliiit will bo a credit to the 
Dominion and an ornaniont to the city. 
That this has been tlio policy of the 
<iavernment in other places, which may 
be reasonably put in comparison with 
this city, can be seen from figures taken 
from the Government records. In a re- 
turn, brought down last session, the ex- 
(lendituro on public buildin^ja since Con- 
fodoratiou, in oueh pruvince. was given.

An p:asy I'ass Tlirnugh the Cascades Located 
by I'rosppctors. 

A party of prospectors who have just re- 
turned from the (.'iiaCiule mountains, claim 
to have found a pass which cuu be crossed 
by a railroad without a tunnel, and thoy 
are trying to sell their iiifornuition to the 
Great Northern raihoiul. Of course tlicy 
refuse to say in what locality it is to Ijc 
found, but it is aoniewliero north of the 
Cascade pass. One of the party said, yes- 
terday, that tho pass was fully 1,00!) teut 
lower ihmi the Cascade pass, which is -1,800 
feet above tlio sea at its suinmit, und that 
the route towards it is through ono of the 
most beautiful canyons he ever saw. This 
information will probabIy.be .valuable to 
the Great Northern railroadil as the passes 
so far examined are very steep and a cross- 
ing froin the west 'to tuigi easb side of the 
mountains con only be offeoced by ' means of 
long tunnels. The gentleman mentioned 
says that the Great Northern engineers 
have found the Sauk to be the boat pass sur- 
veyed so far,' and that a crossing can only 
be.madoonit by metins of a tunnel one 
and threo-quurters miles long at the sum- 
mit. The surveying party has gone into 
that section lately, and hus cut a trail for 
forty miles to pack its outfit to tho Runiniit. 
The Cascades are described as tho most 
precipitous ever encountered, and the pros- 
pector mentioned says that tlieiciire several 
peaks higlicr tlinn Mount liaUer, glacier 
peak being among them, lie encountered 
numerous glaciers, one of wliicl. took liiiu 
throe days to climh, and he only reached 
the lower end of it after four hours hard 
cliinbiug up a precipice. — Seattle I'.-I.

NATIONAL PRISON CONCrRESS. 

-President HnyrB Dtdlvern Annual Address, 
and Th(iorl/.L'3 I'yon Crime. 

CiNotNKATi, Sept. 20. — The twentieth au- 
lutal convention of the national prison con- 
gresa opened hero to-night, tho president of 
the congress, ex-President Huycs, deliver- 
ing the address. 

In tho course of his speech he suid tho 
crimes of to-day are duo to the business and 
social spirit of to-day. There arc two 
classes of Cl inic in all civili/ed countries, 
and especially in our own country, the 
■crimes of capital, and the oriiiies of snddon 
wealth. The crimes of those avaricious for 
^'ain arc not alw ays merely for Tiioney, but 
for power. Tliat is tlie spirit which leads 
to the crimes of those who are at the topof 
the wheel of fortune. They are not alway.s 
punished, nor ahvay.s convicted. With tliia 
liasto to get riches conies anxiety in the 
coinnuinity, everywhere dcapuir, lack of 
hope, und lack of opportunity among tbon- 
i^ uids to whom the path to these great 
prizes is closed. 

"Again the oiiportunitios liy s|ici.'iilatinn, 
by gambling, by every description of il- 
Itgitimute ell'ort to make great fortunes, 
l(.'aving others without that opportunity, i.s 
;i great oauso of crime in this country. 
What is the remedy '^ If a iieiaoii lias a 
gi-eat fortune, if his business i.s iirospcrou.", 
is it not largely because of nica working for 
low wugcs under him ': Is it not well for 
;tlie 'business man to pause and think ' must 
liot'I share a jiortion of the prolits of this 
jiraspsroua business with those who make it 
prosperous ' 

" This is but p'lrt of tho considerations 
that inny bo called a theory or doctrine. 
'The idea at tho bottom of this whole busi- 
ness is reform. 

" I have believed for some yeurs that wc 
are passing on toward u Ni'igura on this 
((ucstion. It is quite certain ttiat, running 
backward along the line of history, wo see 
everywhere that the condition aa to tho wel- 
fare ill all respects of tho men who do the 
labor of tho country is tho tost of the triu' 
civilization in every community. 'I'o 
<lay the laboring men arc better ofT than per- 
haps cvi-r licforo anywhere upon the face of 
the glulie. I.i-l us sec to it that we coutiiiiie 
that I'oiidition; that whatever may be done 
by law, -xviiatever may be done by social 
custo'.ii, M liatcver may I."' done liy biisines.s, 
.■ihall be done to give every man what Lin- 
coln desired and proiiii.-icd tliat every niun 
.shoidd have in I ids connlry, a t.iir star t and 
;iii e(|nal chance in tlu- race ot li;i.'. (Ap- 
plause). \Vith that cuio'dtioii crime will 
diminibh." 

(icncr.il Ilaycs argu'^l against making 
jails and locli-ups acadLMiiics of crime by 
placing therein young oirciulcrs iuhjcct to 
the iiiilucnce of professional criminals. He 
spoke strongly in favor of severer treatment 
of incurable criminals.

It M-ill 
not'bc dillicult lo gel the petroleum out to 
markets oi the world, ;v3 the Calgary and

The Toronto ( ilolia's Washiiigtoa oor- 
respondcnt tolc'traphed on tho 18th inot. 
that a proposal for an almost unrestricted 
reciprocity with Cauad.i was before the 
Confsreuoe Conmitteo -und tliat thero 
was a prospect of itsbeincf adopted. The 
l)roposition is almost in every respect 
like tho reciprocity reaolutioiis of Biit- 
torworth and Ilitfc. It provides for com- 
plete frou trade between C:inacla and tliu 
United States. Tho only articles that 
lire excepted ure those on wliich an ex- 
cise duty is levied in tho United States. 
Tho following is the first paragraph of 
the alleged propo'.al : 

"That whenever arid as soon as tho 
(ioveriimont of tho Dominion of Canada 
shall permit all articles of trade and com- 
merce ef whatever name or noture, 
Avhother tho product of tho soil or of the 
v,;itci-s of tlie United stutes, all irianufac- ■ 
i iircii artu-iLS, live stook of all kiiuls and | 
its ])roduct;<, and all iitinerals anJ pro- | 
duco of the r.iinoj of the United St-ito.s, I 
to enter tho ports of tho Uominii u of I 
(Jaaada free of dutjr, then all articles 
manufactured in Canada and 'all products 
of the soil and waters, and nil minonls, 
the j)roduct3 of tho mines of Catiada, and 
idl other ui tides of every jiaino and <le- 
Hcription produced i:; tho said Doniiiiion 
of Oiiiiiida r,!iali bu ijerniilti.d to tmtor 
(lie ports of tho United States, free of 
duty: provided, however, that tlie pro- 
viuimia of this pet shall i not apply to any 
|u-oduct or article upon which an internal 
revenue t tx is iiiipost^d by the Uw.? of tlio 
Uiiitod Statci." 

In order that tho cluinijo may nut be 
too KiidJon, and may not create ton L.;reat 
ji disturbitnoe in tho ind-istvioB of tlie two 
cjuutries, pruviKiou is iiifie fur the a]i- 
]).iintniciit of oinmiisionors, wlioso duly 
it will bo to agi-oc upon the iirticlcs that 
c:ui bo mutually interchanged. Tliis 
jiTooei» is to go on uutil tho trade be- 
tween the two countries is almost per- 
fectly free. There appears to be some 
(Iflubt whether the Committee of Confer- 
ence has power to ii'chido iuich i\ \n-n- 
position in tho .VIcKiuley Hill, and ii 
doea not seem altogether certain that 
thtire is such a proposition before tlie 
(Joiifcruiico. 

If the fi lobe's ccirrcspoiuleiil tolls the 
tfuth, and if Coii;;ri;:v? adopts tho pro- 
position, tliLMi the question of unrestricted 
a-eciprocity with tho United States will 
bo fairly before tha people of Canada. 
Wheri it doiiuiids upon the action of tho 
(iovemmont of tho Dominion whether or 
not tho trade between Canada and tho 
United States shall be free, then it will 
bo iri order to iisitato tho quostion of 
Teciprocity in the country and to jiiake it 
an issue at tho polls. There will then be 
something practical to talk abinil; and to 
doeidu upon. Hitherto the ai^itation .-ib ait 
reciprocity has been most unsati.sfactory. 
Nothing practical could oomo of Buoh nn 
agitation us long as it wai not Imown how 
the United States intended to act. If the 
reciprocity agitators aucoeeded in getting 
every man, woman and child in the 
country on their side, and whon their 
•work had been dona so successfully 
Uncle Sain should turn round and say to 
them, "Don't you wish you may get it

A WISE DECISION. 

An unscrupulous and unprincipled 
uowspapor reporter in Montreal invented 
a stupid lie about Prince George of Wales 
and telographcd it to new.spapoia in 
the United States. Tho Priiico was re- 
presented as taking jiart in a street row 
after midnight in a disreputable part of 
the city. Thero was not tho ahiidciw ol 
a shade of trutli in thu story. It 
utterly false from tho first word to tlic 
hnt. The lie, of course, went tlio roauu.s 
of the American- newspapers, moat oi 
which aro not in the habit of enquiring 
very closely into tho truth of a report 
which is sensational and which Avill bis 
eagerly read by a largo class of renders^ 

When the story came back to Montreal 
in duo course tlm gre.it majority vt its 
citi:;en3 were indignant. Tho Friiico was 
thoir guest, and they were angry and 
aslmmed to know that while lie was 
among them such a disgraceful report 
tihoidd bo issued and circulated all over 
tho world. Means wore taken to find out 
the Jiutlior of the lie, and suspicion fell 
upon a journalist named O'Brien. Pro- 
ceedings were taken against him in tho 
court for criminal libel, but as soon ji.s 
the Queen knew of what v.-.'ts being 
douo it i.s said .she telegraphed 
tho Clovcrnor-lJciieral to put a slop 
to tho prucuodiiigs as f;ir us the 
Prince was cnnceriied. \\ c Iiuvo nut 
means of knowing wliullier this n^poi't is 
trno or not, but we aro inclined to be- 
lieve it is. Tliu tjucen is remarkablo for 
her sound, practical good sense, and she 
knows that nothing is to be gained by 
prosecuting the author of a libel of this 
kind. Its uttor falsehood has been dc- 
monotratcd, and it cainiot do tlio I'ritioo 
the slightest harm in the cstiin.itio:i of 
tho people of this continent, and to pra- 
st'cute its author would be merely to give 
a longer life to the lying report, and in 
tho o^timation of many to m;i];e ii hero of 
tho libeller. From every point of view, 
therefore, the very best course to lake is 
the (jiio wh'ch it is said Her Majesty has 
suggested. 

Telegraphic lies are becoming very 
conunon indeed nn this side of tho Atlan- 
tic. No matter what occurs, there nc& 
news caterers who) will do their best to 
make it sensational. The accoiinta sent 
by tclograph are so exaggerated ai:d dis- 
torted that tlioy 'do not be:ir the 
oli;:.'!ito3t resemblance to the actual facts 
ii.s tiioy occurred; and, lo" often, as in 
thu inst;uico v.-o havo been consider- 
ing, tho report fr"m beginning 
end is a mere invoulion. Tliero seems to 
be no hope of bringing tho authors of 
tlieso sensational nnd false reports to a 
sense of their Wickedness. They are, 
for tho most part, both shameless and 
reclcloas. Many of them are even worse 
(hail this ; they are i»roud of the work 
they do. If they Bvcpeed in iuveutini; a 
pl:iu.?ib!6 story and getting it circulated 
hy tho newspapers, tlioy imagine tint 
they havo done a very clever thing, mid 
boast of it among their confreres. NVe 
have no doubt th;'.t the au'^hor of the 
lying telegram about I'rincc (icorgo is 
])iond of his haniliv.c.rk and iMiji.y.s keen- 
ly tiie notoriety it has given hiui. 

!t i.^ in tho power of the projirietorM 
nnd nianugers of ncwspupors to put an 
end to this telegram nuisance. If they 
would reject such telegrams as are plainly 
sensational and would refuse to give work 
to a correspondent who had once sent 
them a false report, a stop would iin- 
niedintcly be put to tho business of in- 
venting news for the I'ress. If tho cor- 
respondents once knew that Ij'iiig did not 
pay, and that a reputation f(n' liciiig re- 
liable was the best that a con'ospoisdeut 
could have, the telegraphic fabrications 
would soon beconio small by degrees and 
beautifully loss, 

TIMBER HUP PLY. 

The (juestion of forest preservation is, 
on all parts of this continent, one of the 
very first iniportanoo. Tho time in 
which the forests of the United States 
will be exhausted can be calculated al- 
most to a year. A t tho present rato of 
oonsiiniption tho timber siijiply of tho 
I'nited States cannot possibly last long. 
Ill tho matter of timber both tho United 
States and Oaiiada havo been living on 
their cajiital. The case is even worse 
than that. Xot only is no provision 
ln'ing ni.'idc for tho renewid of the 
timber supply, but that supply has been 
wantonly wasted in every shape and way, 
and tho waste is still going oa. The im- 
providence of the natibhs with respect 
to timber is incredible, ' From the way 
in which il is being destroyed iis 
well as used it might bo concluded 
that tlio inhabitants of this (Mjiitineiit 
hulieVQ that its forests will la.sfc forever, 
no matter how they aro treated, liut it 
is now soon that this is not the case. 



EvQr5' foot of timbor now growing in 
North America is needed for the use of 
its inluibitanta. Consequently every tree 
destroyed is so much list to tl:o wliolo 
coinmuiuty. Tho time is not fat distant 
whenltUe^'^lue ot standing timber will 
bo inoreaswl' bne hutidrod por cent, and 
more. Tho New York Tribune, com- 
menting iipon the waste of lumber in tho 
United States, snys : 

" These splendid forests of the North- 
west have been gridironed with railways 
Iftid for tho express purpose of carrying 
timber to market from every aceosaiblu 
point. A lumber mivrino of enormous 
carrying capacity hasbbori cr^ted. on 
great lakes for tha solo bbjeSt of facilitat- 
ing the work of tho timber-cutters in 
qotting rid of tho foreala.. ,'Vmorican 
energy is a giant force when it is once 
concentrated on a field of action, 
and it has not taken long to ravage 
and despoil timber lands which were 
considered a few years ago inexhaust- 
iblo.

Facts and considerations like these 
should cause the governments and the 
people of countries possessing forests to 
take elieclual measures for their preser- 
vation. Tliosu forests aro a source of 
wealth, and they aro every year becoming 
move and inoie viduable. Allowing them 
to bo destroyed is robbing po.sterity. 
Kvoiy growing tree i?ho;ild bo re- 
g'U'ded as so niucli capital, and it

to idlow it to bo needlessly cut 
down and burned, as it would be to 
throw wheat into the sea,- or wantonly to 
shoot a horse or a steer. The Government 
that takes efifective measures to preserve 
the iorcats of tho country is doing it a 
most valu.'iblo service.

Tliu Modmn Iili'ii »1 Dii^kciis. 
A recent review, p: rbap.s falling .short 
of other topics in the warm and proverbi- 
ally empty seti.son, ha.s bronglit up again 
the inexhaustible (jnestiou whether 
Dickens is declining in popularity, with 
all tho correllatod ipiestions in regard to 
tho secret of his repute, his ])laoo in 
literature and all the rest of it. It comes 
■in the end to no more definite conclusiou 
than has been arrlved at By ^tha JOO^^^^^^ 
reviews which have discussed the snrau 
questions before it. Indeed, half the fas- 
cination of this particular subject seems 
to be that there is no possibility of set- 
tling the matter, and tbafc lt muBt.- there- 
fore, remain tho inexhaustible standby 
of the literary leviews to tho end of 
lime. 

It might be argued that it in no sini\ll 
flegree eonstituted a claim tt> greatnesn to 
have given ri.-i(! to so much ilisciissioii ad 
liati Dickons, and it is a pity that he could 
not have kntiwn what ; a;rcsoiirce his 
works would to the Inst alTord to tho 
pemiy-a-liners of literature, n.s well as to 
all the multitude of grave reviewers. It 
might have been pleasaut to one who 
wrought 8<) hard iu his early days ana 
hack to know that tho story of the work 
of his nifiro prosperous time Avould aQ'ord . 
materia! to so many hard-pressed haclcs-/. 
when he was cold in his grave. 

It is perhaps, of no great use to discuss 
the (piestion wlietlier the popular estim- 
ate of Dic l;ens is In'gher or lower than of 
old. T.alk aliout liooks is seldom of any 
profound value, and tlie popular esti- 
mate of anybody is either of little import- 
ance, or it is the more or less distorted 
reflection of the opinion of those who 
alone are able to judge merit. If one 
wishes to know it, however, tho facts in 
the (-ase of Dickens seem to be snflicient- 
ly obviou;-:. The old-timc' i-stimate of 
Dickens is pretty well swept away. The 
things for which ho was once approved 
do not in our day win him much favor; 
but, on the .;)ber hand, the qualities 
whieli are vit.al in Ids work, and which, 
very likely really held up bis fame when 
they were hardly recognized at all, aro 
to-day generally ajiiirceiated and look(!d 
upon as the csMsntial qualities of Dickeu's , 
genius. 

Nobody to-dny, for instance, would bo 
likely to re.!;iird -.rith much s-erioustiesa 
the ])lols i)f Li'^rkciis' novels, the tremen- 
dously artilicial aud involved webs which 
he wove with bo much trouble, and which 
arc as unreal as they are olnhorato. Ho- 
body to-day could i>ossibly lake serious- 
ly such a mur.Ierer of straw as Jonas 
Chuzzlowit, or Ixi movi-d by the declam- 
ation of a lay figure of the Edith Doni- 
hey sort; and yet, when those creations 
■\v(a-e new. ]icopl(> hung upon llie mnu- 
bi rs fi'oiii iiHinib to month, and at least 
pcrsuadi'il ihemselves that they v.'erp 
vitally interesteii in (be muriorLclte-lilce 
evolutions of these and similar crcatni c;). 
It is hardly probable, moreover, that 
there is - anybody to-day who : cau be ^ 
moved by the rubbishy mawkishness 
of such st'nU' as tho death of Little J^ell 
or of Paul Dombey; and yet in tho au- 
thor's time, so little while ago, thcsu 
choice pasageS 'dre\f copioiis floods of 
tears from thousands. It wotild be safe 
to a.ssnme that everybody who reads tlie 
booksof llicdiens to-day Hkijis all the 
line writing; and yet it is only a gener- 
ation ago (that all this was regarded with 
Botnething "not wholly removed from 
awe. 

On the other band, it is to be saiil lliat 
the humor of Dickens is more keenly 
loved and appreciated. He has taken liis 
place with th(! great English luiuiorisU, 
as one who \v!us kindly and unllaggingly 
vivacious, and as one who was capable 
of being tender while ho smiled. It is 
for these thingo that be will live, and it 
is the.^e tilings which will makebim dear 
to tho coming generation of readers, as 
he is dear to the present. The factitioua 
fame of Dickens has certainly decrensed 
gn.'atly since his death; but his gi-miino 
and lasting rej)Utation has at tlie wamQ 
time increased, and will endure while 
- Englislt : literature, has a place in the 
membry of mankind.— Harper's.

They do not lij^lit 
tho cignr with their eyes the igh ofUai 
pnonis rofor to eyes, iia\i;',lly soiiio girls , 
"iLi \mi;\\t unough for lliitt puriiosu ; but 
tho rc:il onjoyiiient of BinoUing coinea 
througli tlie oyea and touch. It seems to 
Ve cominoiily thouglit that the senses of 
tastu ami smell arc thasowliich fire most 
all'ccted by tobncco iiiul those whicli alono 
nialte .a iiitin enjoy tobncco, but this is not 
correct. Of course, a man may taste a, 
cigar, just as ho may tasto a piece of lea- 
ther or a piece of wood, hut, unless he 
chows, the t;Lst*! of loadier or wood; 
rather, on the contrary, it is sicl;i!iii/ig. 
'I'hrn, men think they can tell alxnit cigars 
from llu'ir odor, but in reality they toll 
about theiu from thoir appfjurance and

There aro many men who hold a cigar 
in thoir mouth and roll it around without 
mnoking it. Homo of tlieiu bite it and 
others cliew it, but the number who hold 
it between their lips is greater. That is 
usually the way witli an old smoker. 
"When tho cigai- is lighted ho hna a cer- 
laiujparticular place 'for it, and certain 
teeth between wliicli the cigar lesls. 
AVitli some men it is tho front tooth, with 
otlii'i's the incisors, and some men shift 
their cigar away back. It is seldom that 
two men hold their cigats in their moutlia 
' in'jiist the sarrio way and at the same 
iinglo. There aro as many ways and 
anglos of holding cigai-s as there are 
men who smoke them, 
. There Ls whore a great deal of the sat- 
isfaction of smolving comes in. Tho 
nerves of touch of the lips ai'e as keen 
and sensitive as of any part .of the body; 
there U no hard cuticlo to dull them. Tlie 
lips are full of sonsitivo blood vessels and 
Honsitive nerves. Tliey curve, arch, 
straighten, become hard, are drawn, and 
conform to every emotion, of the mind 
and to every thought. ' Most smokers 
Iiavo mobile lips. Tho hard-monthod 
man soldtun becomos a victim to the 
iiuioking habit. lie may smoke occa- 
sionally because others do, or ho may 
cliew, but he naissos one of tho greatest 
enjoyments of a cigar. These bhjod ves- 
sels and these nerves in the lips are near 
the brain. Tho contact of the cigar with 
them goe.s at once to tho brain. That 
ftt'ling and the sight of the smoke are 
soothing; it is not the tasto and tho smell. 



it. Wlien a selection sutisf.ictory to Ihei 
eye has been made, the start at least to a 
good smoke is a.'isureil. Always look lit tlis 
cigar before lighting it. Turn it aroimd 
in your fingers and look at it. It is going 
lo givo you plPiLsure. Then light it, not 
by Bticking it in a fiime, or by poking it 
in a small globe, but by lighting a piece 
of pajjor, stick or match, and holding it 
up. Do not put the cigar in' your mouth 
Ti^'l poke 3 uur face «"t^ ^ flame.

good and pure cigars 'is in the ' wrapper. 

it Is tho wra]iper which comes in con- 
tact with the lips. A good wrapper is 
soft, softer than velvet ordown; it is like 
flossy sUli. It does not fool this way to 
the palm of tlie hand nor when clenched 
tightly between the lips, but when hold 
hotwoen tho teeth, the lips touching it 
and care sing it like an imprinted kiss. 

To a greater extent dots smoking ap- 
pisd to the eyes. Try to smoke in a dark 
loom and the enjoyment at once decreas- 
es, and it is bard to tell the difference be- 
tween a good and a bad cigar. It is hard 
<>von for a man who is accustomed to 
Kinolcing to tell whotlier his cigar is lit or 
Hot, except by looking at tho coal on tho 
€'nd. If tho man keeps liis eyes clo.sed 
and does not see the coal, it is easy to de- 
ceive him. This would not apply to a 
man who had novcT smoked Ixjfore, but 
"to a man who is accustomod to smoking 
— and to such alone are the joys of tho 
smoker. A siglit of tho smoko and tho 
cigar is necessary. It is the smoko and 
thegloVvwhioh appeal to the eye; the 
contrast between the different shades of 
brown in the cigar, tho cherry of tho 
burning tobacco and tlio grayish ash, 
with tho thinner gray of tho smoke, 
changing into various shades of blue and 
gray as it goes-through the air — it is these 
that make the visions, tho quiet, and the 
l)lacidity whiclx are the charms of smok- 
ing. 

The fact that a cigar appeals both to 
'" the touch and sight accounts for tho dif- 
foicnce in tho sensation of smoking a 
pijio, a t igar, and a cigarette. The touch 
of l ach of tho three i.s ditrerent. The 
same tobatico may bo in the pipe ami in 
the cigar wliicli is in the cigarottc, lint 
it does not smoke the same way, audit 
docs not have the same effect on tho 
smoker. Tliore is not tho samo feeling 
to tho lips ami there is not tho same a|)- 
jioal to tlu> tuucli no^v('.^. Ijulh tin- sight 
and the toucli of a cigarette aro so ilill'i i - 
: ent that it cannot- be considered with a 
pipe or a cigar. 

There are several lessons to bo learned 
from these facts ' about smoking which 
aro clear to every one as soon as he tliinka 
about thorn, but which most smokers 
have not tlio\ight ai)ont, as thoy goon 
enjoying their habit without reflecting 
about the reasons for tho enjoyment. 
One of them' is that a cigar should bo 
chosen and smoked in a deliberate, 
thoughtful, and philo.sopliical way. 

A cigar is miu o than a brown roll of 
tobacco. .Simply as that it may bring 
lirolit to the do'dor and onjoymoiit to tho 
eye through its symmetry and color, but 
its force is potential. It has to be burned 
to have tho enjoyment It contains lot 
loo.se. A smoker should always look at 
the'cigar first. Cigar dealers have ap- 
])oaled to this in arranging their boxo.'j 
' open in glass cases. So far as tlie factory, 
tho size, shape, quality, price, brand, 
color ^nd grade go, the cigars might as 
well be kept in closed l)OX( s. Tliey would 
also keep bettor that way. A smoker 
tihould look over tho case; ho should look 
over cigar after cigar until some particu- 
lar cigar ajipcals to him. It is tlio sanid 
way with a box. No two cigars aro 
nliko. There is a little spock cr spot on 
one, t hero isalittlo tear of the cover, ii 
little dillVrent twi.st to tho end, a littio 
change in tho convolutions of the tiller, 
tho binder, and the wrapporas thoy aro 
exposed to view before tho match is ap- 
plied. Notice those little points in cigaiu 
and pick out one tli.'.t baa some littio 
point that you particularly notice;^ Somo 
men prefer cigars with yellow spots, 
others prefer a hard-looking cig.'ir, others 
a I008O cigar, and so on. Tho preference

'•He that sparoth the rod hateth the 
son, but ho that lovoth him ciiastisea 
bi 111 betimes," said Solomon. Tho peda- 
gogue of tho old school was, therefore, a 
man after the heart of tlie wise Israelite. 
Ilic "birch"' held as iiiijiortant a plara 
in the curriculum of some of tlio <ild 
time EcliooJs as iatiu or CJreek, so much 
so, that "when oiir English grandfothei's 
used to call to memory their schoolboy 
days thoy did not .say: "When I wiW ut 
school," but "When 1 was luidor tho 
rod." Tho schoolboys of the ])reseut 
havo not tho slightest idea of flio punish- 
ments undergone by their ancestors. 
Flagellation is now out of date, except 
in one small cornoi' of our country, and 
the "birch" of ti^day is only a ghost of 
what it was a ceutni y ago. 

AVhippiiig has boon far moi(> severe in 
English schools than in American. The 
English schoolboy, lOO years ago, either 
had Greek pounded into him or life 
pounded out of him. One old-fasliiouod 
bcboolmastor boasted that in tho cour.-^o 
of fifty years he liad given .'jOD.OUO call- 
ings and 12-1 proper Hoggings. Another 
record shows that during fifty-ono years 
in a largo London school there were ad- 
ministered ill 1, MO canings, 1:21, 01)0 flog- 
gings, l'0!),()00 ciistadoes, lliG.OOO tips 
with a rulor, 10, ','()() boxes on tho ears 
and 227,1100 tasks U-arneil by liciu't, lii^- 
sides hundreds of thousands of ear 
pinches. During that" time in the same 
school 6,000 boys were made to kiiool on 
a.sharp edge of wood, 700 to stand <ni 
peas, and 5,000 to wear the ioors cap. 
These severe punishiaetits frc(iuenlly had 
a comical side, when tlio culprit, being 
the superior in size, turned the tables 
upon the worthy pedagogue, giving 
him a practical taste of his own idea of 
compulsory education. 

Tiio first \vhippingin school on this sido 
of the Atlantic was done liy the old 
schoolmasters of Now Amsterdam. 
Dutch youngsters used to cut frequent 
hockiea and 'it was customary for the 
parents to turn 'their children ovorto tho 
•'scliul-mi'istor" for diL^cipiiiii'. Klo;;ging 
in colonial days was not conuuon in the 
schools, though with other lOuglish cu.s- 
toms came that of using the' 'bircli.'' Tho 
first iiersoii publicly whipped in .America 
was aQual;or(>ssnani''d Mary CMark, who 
was given twenty stri^x's for preaching 
in Boston in J (i.">7. The next to sulTer in 
this manner were Christopher Holder 
and John Copeland, both Hogged on ac- 
count of their religious belief by. tho Puri- 
tans in Boston, and «ntliin the next year 
tv.-olvo jiersons were publicly whipped 
bocau.se they wore (Jiuikei-s. 

Tile following account of a whipjiing, 
whl( li took place at Boston in 1784, is 
t;ik-(ai from an old newspaper pulilLslied 
in 1774: 

"Capt. St., Leo, corainandor of a ^at 

shipthenin Bo.ston Harbor, lieiiig ajipre- 
liended for walkingon the Lord'sday, was 
Ecntencod by a justice of the peace lo jiay 
a tine, and on refusing to pay had to sit 
in the stocks an hoiu- during tho day. 
While in the stocks the cood people sup- 
jilied him with much good advice as to 
his future conduct on lll(^ Sabbath d.^y. 
After lie was reloa.sed tin' captain ex- 
pres:ied groat regret fi>r bis jiast trans- 
gressions, and ileclared Irj tlu'in that ho 
\s as in the future resolved to lead a ikjw 
life. Tho saintsof Boston wore of course 
di'lighted at Ills sudden rGrormation, an<l 
in (;rdor that the ca;it:iin might still 
further profit by thoir good couii-iol, 
many of them invited liitii to diuuer. 
The captain proved to be a most zealous 
and genuine convert. He attended 
prayer mooting and sboM'ed every out- 
ward niarU of gi-aco. Ai iongtli lie wiLs 
obliged tdputtosea. but bclnre the <!ay 
uf depart uro invited many nf his spii'itua! 
advisers lo dinner aboal-d the vos.iel, 
wliitdi lay ready in Nantasket Koad.s. 

"A caiiital dinner was provided, at 
wbicli many Ijottles were drained to the 
ca[)taiu's bc.ilth. When the after dinner 
liarniony was at its height, a imdy of 
sailors burst into tiie cabin undseia'd the 
guests. Thoy were dragged on deck ' 
tied to a f^rating, and the boatswain and 
his assistants administered Ibu law of 
Jhjs(,-s in a most energetic- iiiaiiiier, tho 
captain moautiine assiu'iiig tliem tliiit tlui 
mortification of the flesh tended to tho 
saving of the soul. Tlicy were iiuiidlod 
into their boat and the captain inuuedi- 
ately sot sail." 

Tho only place in tho United States 
where tb(> old idea that wlii])pliig is a 
nieans of eililieation i.sntill cluugtoisiu 
Delaware, In that state tliere are whip- 
phig iiosts, one at Dover, one at George- 
town and another at New Castle.— Now 
York Times.
